Againe, as the old Table of A ſhe was drawne 
from 20s, to Lx.s--6d. the Quarter, in reſpeR 
wheat (as the ground that did beare and breed the 
ſame, and all other things) became through the 
populouſnefſe of the Land, or the plenteouſneſſe 
of Gold and Silver, more deere than in former 
times, or elſe through the weather;or (as it was in 


the3s year of 9.E.)through the Merchants unrea- 
= ſonable 
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ſonable exportation; By the fame reaſon and Pre- 
ſident I have broughe the ſaid Lx. 8. vi. d. to 54. 
the Quarter, and the rather to keepe the Baker 
alwaics wichin Athife, 

Laſtly, the difference betweene thisnew Table 
of Aſliſe, and the old, 1s not onely in the Extent 
thereof to 5 44. as aforeſaid, but in computing the 
ſame as well by Avoirdupois weights, as by Troy 
weights, being approved exact and true,and by me 
carefully examined ar the Prefle. 

And heere I cannot over-ſlipin lence, what I 
have read of the Yenetians, vis. They take ſuch 
courſe,that every noneth it comes to their know- 
ledge, what quantiry of Corne their Dominions 
doe con:eine; where certaine diſcreet and honeſt 
men are authorized every Monday to impoſe a 
price on the Corne according to the quantity 
thereof, who thereupon doe declare in writing 
under their handes in ſeverall publicke places, of 
what weighe the Baker is to make his Bread; fo 
that even the pooreſt man knowerh what weight 
he isto have; who in caſe he ſhall finde the Baker 
faulty, may with the aſsiſtance of the Conſtable 
ſciſe all the Bread extant at the Bakers houſe, as 
forfeited, the one halfe ro himſelfe, and the other 
tothe poore ; By which meanes, all Ingroflers and 
foreſtallers are cur off, being notdefirous to buy, 
becauſe they are uncertaine whatthe price of the 
Market will be from time rotime, And again,the 
Magiſtrate is nor troubled to fee this good order 
execured, for that every man hath a ſpeciall care co 


receive his due, And (may I withontoffence ur- 
ter 
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ter my minde) Icould with that the Magiſtrates 
chroughout England would take the like order 
herein, both for their owne eaſe and the general 
good of this Commonwealrh. 

- Howbeit may the Orders and Articles hereun- 
to annexed, be well obſerved and execured, as al-

Now this weighr ſerves to weigh all forts of 
things not before mentioned, all Grocery and 
Phy ſicall drugs,and all Grofſe wares and merchan- 
dize, as beefe,butrer, cheeſe, callow, ſope, wax, ro- 
ſen, pitch,rarre, hempe, yron, copper,lead?, tynne, 
allome, wooll, filke and all other things thatbeare 
the name of Garbell and doe yeeld a refuſe or 
waſte. 

By both which ſorts of weights this my Table 
of Aſſiſe is made and compured.

Catts, Dogges, and mans fleſh , for all the land lying be- 
wweene Dar and Torke , lay waſte without Inhabitanrs 
and peopletotill the ground , for theſpace of ninc yeares, ex- 
cept only the Territory of Saint Jobn of Bever lake.

Nevertheleſſe, rhe 
dearth increaſed through the abundance of Raine that fell in 
Harveſt, fo that a quarter of Wheat was fold before Midfum- 
mer for 3o s. and aftcr for 40s. 

There followed hereupon a grievous mortalitie of people, 
ſothat the living might hardly bury the dead, The Beatts and 
Cartel alſo through corruptneſle ot thegrafſe wheron they fed, 
died. Horſe fell, was accounted great Delicates: The poore 
Role fat Dogs toeat ; T hoſe Dog gs became fat by feeding on the 
Beaſts and C attell that died: Some others in hidden places did 
mitigatetheir hunger with the fleſh of their owne Children. 
The Thieves that were in priſon, did phick in peeces thoſe that 
were newly brought in amongſt them , and greedily deyout'd 
them halfe alive. 

The Londoners, the ſame yeareconfidering that Wheat was 
much conſumed by the converting therof into Mault,ordained, 
that from thencefcrth it ſhould bee made of other graine, and 
allo that a gallon of the better Ale ſhould be fold for 3 halfe

The King according to the Statute of Lowdox, ſenthis Writs 
throughthe Realme, nn Mr in Cities, Boroughes, 
Townes, and Villages, as well within the Liberties as without, 
2 gallon of Ale ſhould bee ſold for one penny. And that from 
thenceforth, no Wheat ſhould be made into Mault, which if he 
had not the ſooner cauſed to be proclaimed, the greatclt part of 
the people ſhould have periſhed through famine.
